HOrd tny God with all thy heart, with all thy
soul, with all thy mind, sud with all thy
strength,” and thal the second 18 Tiko nnto it,
nnmiely, “Thou sbinlt love thy neighbor as thy-
sell " that “‘on these two commandments hang
allthe law and the prophets.” The Apostls Panl,
reducing tho lnw to a still narrower com piss,
declares that it is fulfitied . oue word, namely,
love. And the Apostie Johin, animated by the
same  spirit, And  wiing even a sublimoer
fhehbt, telis us, as H in holy song, "*God is love,
and bethay dwelleth dn love dwelleth in God
aud God o o™

that it 6 the very eye and heart and soul of

religion, but slso ivs Very oasence, s ¢om-
pleted sum.  This oune divine word, holds
uye 1L eans aud uttors it all.

s0 citch and be ravished by the sweetness of fis
Divine note, to expericnee i4 o the depths of the
heart, to live it in the dally doing! But let us
addiess gurselves 0 our text.

This will appear il we remember that rellglon
has its source, e mapiration, and (s paltsrn in
the Divine vatore. Shall we dare attempt to sel
forth what tust nature f&#? Snail we lilt our
feeble peneil to dinw the Divine characler ¢ In
s reverent and humble spirit we think we mny,
“sSpprehing the Almighty we cannot tind Him
out 1o perfection,” wnd yebk to  come
anderstandingly to Ged, to copy Him, at our

rent and bhumble distance, mto ourselves, we

piist baye some truthiol conception of His
character. With our souls in the dust, el us
then wsh what i@ God? The common sense of
Christendom returos ansswer:—**An jntinite and
owernnl Spirit, ulwdghty, omnipresent, omnis
getent, ail bolv.,” How do His works
spenk? What i fheir volee as to His
chnracter? We reply, the world is beaatitul;
nod beauty is the nnturnl robineg of goodness,
If sin and cruelty sometimes nrm themselves

with the power of beauty, it 15 omy ns

Loveis the joy of the infinite
and eternal heart, Before sereature hnid broken
the awiul stienco of oternity, 1ove was tha atmo-
sphere In which God dwell: and where (ntell-
ont crosbures, in obedience 1o the Divine tiat,
irst lived, that beginning of ereatire life was
but the expression of eternal love bringlog to
pass its own eternal loviag thonght.

In the Gospel we haye only the same Iden
amplitied. A# tho mould and elrenmstunces of
the tirst man spoke of love Divine in drention,

20 Jid the ¢ift of Jesus in redemption, as in »
new ereation. The free creature, wielding his
own God-ziven honors, master of bis own Jis.
tiny, onst away the ghits of Divine love: but that
sanie Divine love stoops to ratse bim from the futl,
“In the fulmess of time God sent forth His
HSon.,” “God so loved the world thut He gave
His only begotten Son' to remedy man's ruin,
nnd hl such an exnibition of Divine love to
draw bim up out of lt. “Heroin 1s love, not
that we loved God, but that He Joved us, nnd
gnve His son to die for us.," What s the burs
den of the Gospel mesepee to the world? Is it
aught but the love of God in Chriet Jesus? 1s
it not that “God tx in Chrt reconciling the
world unto llllll!(‘”" not mputing unto them
their transgressions ¥ I it not that “the love
of Christ consiraineth us™  And even f
“"he that believeth not eghall Be damued,”
# It not boenuse bhe refuges to belleve in
the loye of God, becnuse he refuses to bellove
in the very lnst power that could ssave him,
pamely, Divine love, sud in the very Jnst mani-
festulion of that love, namely, God mauitest in
the flosh, dywg on the cross, mMeing trom the
dend, and sltitiog ever at the right hand of God
to make mtercession for men ! Charity, there-
fore, hasits lnghetexample in God. He whose
image we are 1o bear, whether we behold Him
in the Heriptures or ouwt of them, is love—
love when He smiler and when He frowns:
love when He blesses aud whon He corses:
love when He creates beauty and when
He euifiers to come blight and deformity; He is
love in Mis justiov, teath, and holinesa: (hose
borrow their motive fwpolses  lrom  love,
Charity, theretore, in man 18 a glory bortowed
from God; divipe and human, heavenly snd
carthly charity ure ln kiod one, however difior-
INg 1n dugroe,

That love or charity iz the sum of religion 18
seen o the taet that it constitutes the source
and blessedfiess of the internal Christian Life,
Indeed, the same i« troe of the joys of all the
forme of loner hile. We éven fancy 1t s so
among inferior nnmale,  They are happrest
when thew love 18 active. . You hear it in the
affectionate cluck of the hen amidst her
¢hmeks; yvou see 1t in the cherry in the mouth
ot the robin, whiclh her heart, us much us her
benk, 1= bearing away 1o her waiting bedlmgs:
you behold it and ieel in almost every form or
maternnl hie into which we are eapavly of
srying: una if the ostrich has become the em-
pem of all thov is hard in s human Lear:,
bocause withiout 1 mother's instinets, the peli-
can, febled to teed s young jrom 18 own
hood, has become the figure of the highest
loving sell-sacrivce. Bul to come 10 Ourown
rmed, 1o pags by the onter forms of lile, with its
seeming joye, und 10 come W the heart itsell,
What 1= its huppiness? 1= it notits love? What
s the Hgpt of sour bome! Teat wife, or hus
bund, or ¢ehildren, or parents ! Ifso, why? Ah,
these words, 11 not shams and blinds,mean love !
At the root of Lome relationg 8 love; that is
the band of fire which nothing can auench, the
tie of tendernees which hoids, bot Dot enslaves:
that is the wu'traction of the famiiy firesides
thut is the inspirndon of labor, convertigg its
hardest tuske into joy. Oh, there 18 somethinge
ipellably sweet about domestie llle, when 1t is
virtugus and happs ; but the spring and Inspi-
ration of it I the subtle power of love, that
invisible, but wighty sometling which elings to
the sounl, lives o the deep chambera ol the
heart: wnich bresks out jrom within like the
holy wigh of an ungel: whicn lexms wnd swims
in ﬁu‘- mother’s eye, expresses itsell in her kiss,
and I the babe's return ot it; which wraps
the whole bouse mto ouity like a chormg
which gives its holy meaning to the word home,

aud over praires and  descris and oceans,
and bhorders of strange oaud fav-oll laods,
druws the soul buck to the Inmihar scenes

of enrly daye and to parental embravces, The
whole luw of the houge, tne power of that law
residing iy the soul wherever It wanders, is
written in that one word—iove,

Not to multiply ilustrations, the spwe truth
holds in the Mivine Nife, The ughest joy—n joy
that Mumes and  blazes even o wribulicon,
springs up and ahounas ouly whon we can say,
“The love of God [s shed abroad o our hengts
by the Holy Ghost given unto us,"”

We mny not attempt to dig out this Divine
root of all good in us and hold it up to your
view so as 1o show you the seerer of its llfe, the
flow of its #ap, sod how It came to be planted in
the soul. There is mystery cvervwhere, even
in the lute of the meanest inseet or reéptile thnt
lives: we cannot even tell how & grain of oo
sprouts—what that wonderful power injit is that
moves when touched by earth, moistore, nud
ain, and gradunlly becomes u thing of beaoty,
S0 here, “the wind bloweth where it lisweth,
but thou canst not tell whenee it cometh and

wihither It goeth.,” The secret of the Lord is
with them that fear; He shows o them
His covenanty He makes thelr hourts
i bound amd o overllow; but who

shall exptamn the rise of this new and Divine
ticdie an the dead sen of the oo soul? We only
know that the goul believes 1 God; trusts Him
through Jesus Chriet—in one Divine word, loves
Him. Loves His blessed sitributes, Hig glorlous
charncrer, His vighteous rule over the world,
s glorious law, His infinitely glorious person.
(od has come into the soul; hus made it His
teyapde, upd the first nnd greatest of all the
commandments = now oheyed, wamely, *Thou
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy hourt,”
The great goll 1« bridged, the wandering star is

in the wrme o his reconoclied Futuer,
That love God shed abrond In' Lhe
the Leurt i8 the cluet purt of Divine charey, It
f= the highest joy o the saints, When they rise
highest on the wings of closel communion with
Gods when the sonl Is wrapt lng iy holy song, or
lost i prayer whose thoughts and Ceelings are
too gredat tor the veat of humay language: whst
ja this tervid wnd exalting impulse but love,
jove of the Divine, love of tne all-perfect, all-
loving, all.condescending God ¥

This i# o part of Divite charity which s out
of the world's sight, When thiey ure toid of 1,
iy possessors seem to spenk In an unknown
tongue, ‘e 1ev-on 8 obvious; but one of the
parties o this Divine communion of love 1s
visible, and to the world only what s visible is
real.  With the world God is an abatraction, ru
ideal bemg, sud uothing mwore, Men of tie
world, who walk with the vell on their hearts,
and who are deat nnd dead to heavenly volees,
wep only the second part of charity, and, indecd,
only the outer and courser balf of thut, By the
second part of charity, we mean thar enjoined
in the second gront commandment, which Jesug
eald was lixe unto the tirst; that commandment,
glotlous snd yet terrvible, s, * Thou shals
Hu\u- thy neighbor as thyself,” elsewhers
divinely interpreed; by the words, “What-
| #oever 3o would  that  men  should
flo. urto you, do yeé even sounto them.” The
keeping of thus second great commandment, the
peoond part of Divine charity, conslsts in the
right fecling and the right acting towards our
fellow-men, This charity towards men 18 the
complement and truit of the highor charlty, the
love of God, When the love of God is shed
whbroad iy the heart, so also is the love of men.

Bul what s the connection between loving an
infutely holy snd:absolutely perfeet being, and
lovine an lmperfect snd sinful one like onr
selves? T tbe firet table of the divine law
regulntivg our relations to God, the essence 0
the whole luw, so that obedience to that first
is virtunl obedience to all¥ 0, Is the love of
God thie principle of universal benevolence, né
it is of universal justice, truth, and purity?
We auswer, both, ¢ law is manifold, and yet
one, He thet offends in one point is guilty of all.
The spirit of obedience is one, It loves not
particuler duties o the neglect and disparages
ment of the rest, but loves obedienee, in loving
the source of the lww, the great Lawglver him)
kelf.

The blessed desus well rebuked the narrow
und apitefon Jews of His own day, when He de-
elared, It bhath been sald Thou shalt lovo tay
neighbor and bate thine epemy, but I say unto
Loye your #pemics, do good to them thut

o,
\nte sou, and pray for thew that despitefully
use soin and evil” entrvat yoo.? Paul, m the

m—;fluh chupter of Homans, rises into subiiine
and 1ouching sloguence when il commande the
wame divine viMue, avd ends his exhortation by
saying, “Therefore, if thino enem yhunger, fead
Nim: if bhe thurst, egive bhim  driok.” But in
the (hirteenuig@chapler of First Corinthinay,
In what maey De called hig  beautiful ode
on charily, he surpussos nll that hns ever veon
written on that subject :—*Charity sulfereth long
and 18 Kind: charity envieth  not; chanty
vaunteth notateelt, Is not pufled ap, doth not
behave un=eemly, secketh not her own, 18 not
ensily provoked, thinketh no evil, rejolceth not
i imiauity, but rejolecth in truth; beareth all
thinge, belleveth all things, hopeth all thinge,
enduretn all things: charity never falleth.”

Churity, therslore, holy Christinn benevo-
lenee, wishies ull _unm‘i to sll, does all pos<seible
and lawlil good 1o all, not excepting uven our
worst and bitterest and most injurious enemies,
This 18 the doctrine of churity; it is the oppo-
site of all excolosivonesa; ot all narrowness, of
nil nvariee, and especully of nil malice and
revengo,

But while we make elnprity thus intenge, we
do not mean to make it wenk : we donot intond
it ehall overthrow justice or truth,  The loving
Giod, the vory ground of whose character and
being 12 luve, te also Inflexibly just, It is He
that huth denounced eternal death as the doom
of the ppelly impenitent.  Buch o Jaw, such
fusiice s esgential to the broadest charity, To
allow sin to go wnpunished, or to be punishoed
lightly, would be to leave the nnlyerse unpro-
teoted s nud while it might seem to be charity to
the oflenders, wonld be cru¢lty to the oniverse,

The same is true ol human apthority and
human lsw. If the Quaker theory, denying that
war oan ever be right, were adopted, thare could
be no security. If & civilized nation were to
aceept it, nud sct upon i, sny Inconsiderabla
tribe of savages might come in with their im-
plements of war, overthrow the State, rob the

vitizens, and mnke them slaves, If we say
the clvilized people would” be  too
strong  tor the suvages, we abandon

the Quuker ground, for the snvage violence
could only be resisted by armwed foree, and that
would be war, The Quaker theory, therclore,
however It may look foprivate lile, would be
unsnfo for the Srwte; s charity would only be
charity to the worst people, and croelty to the
rest, COharity in (s brosdest sense, therofore,
Iucludes justice; the wicked must be punished
gk uwensure ol charlly to the good.

Ihis the Apostle Paul sets torth in the thir-
teenth ehapier of the Epistle to the Romnans,
Iu the thirteenth of First Corinthians we have the
Celestinl ode on charity, but in the thirteenth
chapter of Romans we are told that the cival
ruler s to be “a tertor 1w evil doers,” “not
benring the sword in vain,” These two views
nie in perlect wecord with each other; the
charity that is pot easily provoked, thar en:
dureth all things and never nuleth, is to be
fenced sbout by the justice that bears the sharp
sword of power. Justice, therelore, I8 only
another form of charity; it is charity throwing
up its breastworks and making ftselt sccure by
power. As the penitentinry s charity for
the hopest people whose lives and property are
secured Ly the confinement of ontlawe, so s
the world of woe, the prizon-house of perdition,
i churity to the good i the spirisaal and eter-
nul state.  And on this ground, and this slone,
cun o war be vindlented; and on this ground &
musket may be as much a charity us a gratui-
tonk dinner, & fortress 48 au intrmary.

But these harsher forms of eharity, whether
in war or in peace, must he iree jrom personal
=pite,

}\\'u may sometimes strike, but we may never
hate The Juldge on the bench must grieve for
the persoual suffering to which he cousigns the
criminal, 1f he [took plessure In pronouncing
sentence, we should feel thint he was unworthy
of his place, The nation thrt wars, even for
the Lighest right, is only in :he spirit of the
Mugter of all, when It greleves for the blow
which justice requires it 1o deal.

But, wy brethren, we bave =aid enongh to
gunrd the boly and blessed doetrine of
chanity: enough to  show that the great
Christian law of love must be pure at every
| bazard; enounh to show that genuine justice,
and truth, sud punty nre only forms ot charity,
sometimess hard on the outside, but always in-
stivet whh royal gentieuesa yithin.,

And now sliow & short applieation of this
topre to the times and Lo the service of this day,
Thie morpning we take o collegtion tor our satler-
jege brethren at the South, War has hashed s
drendlul vorce, even the legislative strug-
gle at an end, amd a esad, sad wall
of want comes up 1o us trom those who were
lately in arms aedinst us, What & sublime op-
portunity is thus afforded us to be magnani-
mous! We eollect milliong of dollars In this
couniry évery senr to send to the heathen,
Our wellssupporied misstonary stations are the
expresgion of our broad and world-wide Chris-
tiun churity. We love the far-off pations
simply becnuse they are men, made like ours

selves, in the image of God, and redeemed
by our own Bayiour, What, then,
shall we say in  respomwse (o o call
from our own country 7 Here are not

ouly human tes, but ties of common history,
common country, common lunguage, common
religlon, uy, und ties of kindred, The people
that dwell on (he Gull are closely allied to
those who tread the bauks of the Ohlo: those
who tHl the shores of the James, the Poro-
mace, ind the Chesapeake, are brothers to those
on the Delaware and the Hudson. We have
been peparated In affection for years; both
betore und durtug the war & great dark
cloud divided us, Now, jusl. now,
for the first time for dity yeurs, 14 &
genuive pegce poesible, May Heaven briug
rbout 4 frue |].u-:u't'. wnd weld it trmly in the
tires of Christian charity! NMay the Churches,
parted by the war, come togethier again—bBuap-
tist to Baptlst, Presbytérian to Presbyterian,
Methodist 10 Methodist! May severed friends
come together ngalu o happy umon! |1 here
avow. with all the frankness of which 1 am
capuble, thut know of no good resson
why the two great Methodist Churehes should
raiisin any lopger apart, it s my full belief
that {he ouly causes lor continued separation
must be found in feeling, mostly in personal
teoling, And, then, ns to personsl friendships,
why may they not be restored ! 1 will take the
Jiberty 1o sy for mysell, that 1 haye not allowed
my heart to be alicosled trom uny of my former
frirnds by the terrible cocurrences of Lhe lnst
few years, 1 have been deeply Interested for my
country, 1 have lnbored earnestly or hor wellare,
I have done it with a burning zeal, I have
spoken olten, und spoken stromgly, [ leit
strongly, but can call God Lo witness that 1 hunye
not been separnted in teeling trom any whom 1
loved and respected bofore,  And I am ready,
if only I may be permitted to renew the old
friendships, (o sit again at the old firesides nnd
to thke sweet connel with the frlends of my
guth in the Southern States, But, however
hey may feel, by the blessaing of Heaven I shull
permit Mo rancor lu my own breast, but
stand ready 1o rub out ull unplonsnant scored,
and start afresh from the last happy hours o
the nme before Lthe war.
